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PLEA FOR TRAINED 
ARCHITECTS. 


A campaign to induce 
call in the aid of trained architects to assist 
in the planning of a “new England,” which 
will be necessary when the authorities are 
given absolute powers over the land of the 
country, by the new Country and Town Plan- 
ning Act, has been started by Professor C. 
H.. Reilly, the head of the Liverpoo! School 
of Architecture. er ae 
At present, he says, every municipality 
hands over the designing of its buildings to 
an official. who, while he may be an expert 
on roads and drains, is really an animagina- 
tive architect, and so to save the cost of 
an architect’s fees the authorities satisfy 
themselves with second-rate buildings. 
“The problem will soon be of the utmost 
importance,” Professor Reilly said ‘* Soon 
the authorities wil] he able to control every 
inch inside aud outside every building that 
is put up. and every. part of the country 
will have to be planned by them. If they 
go on as they are doing they will hand all 
this work over to the local surveyor and 
engineer, and what will be the use of hav- 
ing aequired those powers of control if they 
are to be delegated to a road or a drains 
man? 

‘“Of course, the road or drains man in 
most cases, by his long experience in the 
building of schools, police stations and other 
municipal structures, will have gained a 
great deal of useful information concern- 
ing the type of building in question, The 
problem is, therefore, bow best to wed this 
knowledge to the creative ability of an 
architect. 

‘‘There is a solution, and that is for an 
architect and the officia) to go into part- 
nership and for the architect to take half 
the usual fees. He would be relieved of de- 
tail work by the official office staff, and the 
two specialistg could work together for the 
hest resnits. Then onr buijdings, besides 
being admirably sound and sanitary struc- 
tures, would be beautiful architecturally. 

“ At no extra cost to the ratepayers towns 
like Birkenhead and Liverpool might have 
buildings which foreign architects visiting 
the town would take the first taxicab to see.

The Town Clerk of Glasgow reevived the 
report of the famous engineers, Sir Basil 
Mott and Sir Henry Maybury, who were 
asked to give their opinion upon a scheine for 
the construction of a ferro-concrete bridge 
across the Clyde, between Finnieston and 
Plantation. It is Rdersieed that the experts 
favour an opening bridge instead of a fixed 
high level bridge, and they place the esti- 
mated cost of the construction in the vicinity 
of £1.000,000. 

The Corporation approved of the building 
of a fixed high level bridge, but objection 
was raised by various organisations to the 
effect that the proposed gradients would 
make it dificult for horse traffic. They 
argued that the plans should be amended to 
enable horse-drawn vehicles to use the bridge 
without difficulty. 


The report recommends the Corporation to 


iron, and estimated to cost approximately 
£1,000.000. Such a construction would en 
able shipping to pass with ease, and re- 
move the objections as regards gradients. In 
addition, the capital outlay “al not he so 
great. 


The construction of a bridge across the 
river at the particular point has been dis- 
cussed for the past nine years, and the 
sites on both sides of the river are pre- 
pared for an immediate start being made 
in the work.

Prices 
for fishing in the Slaney had _ increased 
enormously in his recollection. The rod men 
sold some salmon. They could not eat all 
they caught, and the sale helped to provide 
money for the gillies and other expenses. 
The fisheries brought strangers into the 
gountry. and they spent their money here. 

Mr. J. J. McDonald, Ferrycorrig, net 
fisherman, stated that the net fishermen on 
“the gut ” enjoyed a great advantage over 
the net men on other parts of the river. He 
described the “ scheming ’’ arrangements by 
which salmon were killed in the gut. Seventy 
rad cent. of his nets were of seven-inch mesh. 
nly the bag in the centre had the six-inch 
mesh. A net would cost £8 at present, and 
a net all of seven-inch mesh would be £1 
more. 

Thomas Randall, water bailiff, described 
the gut as a slaughterhouse for spawning 
salmon coming up the Slaney from the sea. 

John Neill, Secretary to the Conservators. 
said that there were 119 rod licences of £2 
each taken out this year, and 106 net licences 
ot £4 each. 

Captain Redmond, opening the case for 
hte net-men, said that they had no feud with 
They only wanted to be left alone 
in the enjoyment of the rights to make a 
livelihood on the Slaney, as their forefathers 
had done for generations. They resented any 
suggestions that there was enmity between 
them and the rod men. There was no undue 
scarcity of salmon in the upper reaches that 
could be made a ground for the applications. 
The ouus was or the rod men to justify the 
extravagant, language that had been used by 
those who described “the gut” as a slaughter 
house an:! a death-trap for the salmon. Re- 
garding the mesh, the application was based 
on the pious hope of Mr. Hall Dare, that he 
would he able to get white trout to restock 
the river. It was a grave and a serious thing 
to ask a bedy of 400 or 500 men who depended 
for their livelihood on the net fishing industrv 
to submit without protest to the risk of their 
livelihood being.taken away. The vear 1927 
was the best salmon year ever experienced on 
the Slaney, and that was not a sign that the 
river was deteriorating. 

Mark Colfer, Enniscorthy, said that he 
fished the gut for fourteen years. He caught 
seventy fish there this year. fifty-three last 
year and thirty-six in 1929. It was laughable 
to describe the gut as a death-trap for fish. 
The fisherman at “the gut’’ had no advantage 
from ‘“‘scheming’’ the fish. A seven-inch mesh 
would let salmon escape 


THE MESH. 


Mr. Green remarked that in 1929, according 
to statistics he had, the nets caught 2,439 
white trout in the Slaney and sixteen were 
caught by rods. The statutory mesh for 
salmon nets all over the country, except on 
the Slaney, was seven inches, and thev would 
have to consider if there were any special 
circumstances which would make a smaller 
mesh necessary on the Slaney than elsewhere. 

James Murphy, net man, who fished ‘‘the 
gut’’ for twenty vears, said that there was no 
more reason for closing it than any other part 
of the river He never saw any extraordinary 
number of fish there. 

James Dalton, Mncmine, said that salmon 
were very strong in the water, and they 
would get so much leverage on a seven-inch 
mesh that they would break through it and 
escape. 

John Murphy, salmon dealer, said that he 
got 2,977 salmon from net men on other parts 
of the river in 1931, but none from “the gut.” 

Mr. Green said that he would report to the 
Minister, who would give the matter his 
personal attention, and who would do his best 
for the river as a whole.

Vegetables have been canned in small 
quantities for some time. and this vear the 
Northern Ireland Government, through its 
experimental station, have grown special 
varieties of peas in order to test out what 
variety wili give best results. 


VEGETABLES. 


Different varieties have been tested and 
canned, and the results have been quite good. 
[It is considered that there are great possi- 
bilities for future developments in the 
canning of peas, carrots and several other 
varieties of vegetables. 

Early in the past year a new industry was 
started in Northern Ireland as a side line to 
the poultry trade. After Jong and careful 
experiments, a method was elaborated for 
eanning chicken, so that this commodity is 
now available in various sizes ready cooked 
for immediate use, thus suiting the require- 
ments of small and large families Whole 
chickens are canned in the following sizes :—

Two vessels are being loaded 
with grain at Port Churchill, on the shores 
of Hudson Bay, in order that they may prove 
once and for all that the route through the 
bay is possible, and that a journey w hich is 
lundreds of miles shorter than that under- 
taken by any other route between North 
America and Britain at the present time is 
safe and profitable. 

The idea of establishing a short cut across 
the Atlantic is not by any means new. The 
Hudson's Bay route has, indeed, been used 
sporadically by ships of all kinds for over 
two hundred years. The great explorer who 
save the bay his name navigated its waters; 
early pioneers of the tludson’s Bay Company 
passed through it many times between the 
settlements and the rich

LAYING THE RAILWAY. 

The idea of establishing the route as a 
permanent commercial link was, however, of 
comparatively recent origin. The first 
obvious step was to connect Churchill by 
rail with the transport systems linking 
Eastern and Western Canada, and a few 
vears before the war a start was made on 
what was destmed to become one of the 
most remarkable engineering feats in history. 
Aeroplanes, guided by blankets 
bushes, assisted in the survey, 
told hardships were endured bv the 
men who dragged the railway north, 
and still further north. There were more than 
the inevitable physical difficulties to overcome, 
however, great though these were. There 
was, for example, a complete check when the 
project was assailed in and out of Provincial 
and Federal Parliaments. and there was in- 
decision for a time over the respective merits 
and Port Nelson. Then, again, 
there was the problem of the Bay itself, with 
its uncharted wastes and its ice dangers. All 
land difficulties, however. have heen over- 
come, while the constant labours of scientists 
and men who make the charting of the sea 
their life’s work have minimised, if not 
entirely eliminated, the obstacles presented 
by an unknown bay. 


THE GROWTH OF CANADA. 

Through Port Churchill the Prairie Pro- 
‘inces are bronght six hundred miles nearer 
to Liverpool, Glasgow and London, thereby 
enabling the products of these areas to be 
hroucht across in less time and eventually at 
than through the older-established 
noints of egress. This does not mean that 
Port Churchill eonstitutes a direct threat to 
the great St. Laurence waterway. It will 
merely form a verv nlement te 
facilities which, with the growth of industrial 
‘‘anada and the progress of Empire trade, 
will in any event he taxed to their utmost. 

The ‘e devoted to the harbour of Port 
Churchill is itself a proof of Canada's faith 
in -Port Churchill's future. There is already 
a grain elevator there, with a present capa- 
eity of two and a half million bushels and an 
ultimate capacity 
over six hundred vards and equipped 
with all the latest devices, and the destined 
route to the open Atlantic has been mapped, 
and 1s guarded by buoys and complete wire- 
less facilities.

District Justice Gleeson said that the char 
acter of the defendant did not arise but if 
the premises had heen licensed under the 
1902 Act, then he would rule that the Super- 
intendent was entitled to proceed with his 
objection on the grounds that the premises 
were not heing conducted as a hotel in ac. 
cordance with the terms of the 1902 Act. 
The Superintendent would, however, have to 
prove to him that the premises were licensed 
under the 19C2 Act.

House Puilders’ Association had their 

first public meeting at a supper and 
concert at Wynn's Hotel last night, under 
ihe presidency of Mr. Alexander Strain. 


COMMITTEE'S WORK. 

4 commuittee’s report showed that the 
association Was inaugurated on the 12th of 
last March, when the rules winch were 
drawn up Sy the provisional comniittee were 
adonted. A committee to hold office unti! 
fie anual general meeting iu 1922 consists cf 
Messrs. A. Strain, L. P. Kinlen, (. Archer. 
y. é. Thoinpson, G. M. Linzwl), G. F. 
Byrne, R. Gough and F. J. Watchorn. 
Among the subjects of rmmediate interes: 
taken up by the committee w (a) com- 
munication with the Electrigty Supply 
Roard regarding their proposal that heuse- 
builders shou! ] defray the cost of electric 
mains: (b) putting before the Minister for 
local Goverament the views of the associa- 
tion regarding certain provisions which thev 
considered should be embodied 3n the Housing 
Rei. It was escertained that the Electricity 
supply Board would meet the wishes of the 
asso ‘ation as far as possible The builder 
would be required to ia vosit the cost of the 
required main, and the Board would refund 
a proportion of such cost as the meters are 
installed. 

A deputation that waited on the Minister 
for Lecal Government emphasised that the 
principal difficulty in the way of producing 
more houses was finance, amd they suggested 
‘hat previsions should be included with the 
forthcoming bill similar to those of the Small 
Holdings Acyuisition Act, but applicable to ' 
euses up to a price of £1,000. 

The number of members of the association 
is 244; the number engaged in the building 
trade in Dublw and district is about fifty, 
snd it was hoped that those who had nat 
vet jotmned the associataon would come in, so 

at all who are engaged in the trade might 
pe in a position to act unitedly in all matters 
affecting their interests. 


THE COST OF NEW ROADS. 

The meeting agreed that the Committee 
sponld. approach the City Council wrth re- 
card to the-distributtion of the cost of open- 
ug new roads, where. housing schemes are 
egun. At present it was stated that the 
builders. concerned had to bear the entire 
ost of the new roads. 

\ suggestion was made that a central 
ireau should be established where informa- 
tion would be awailable for the public as to 
eytain types of houses at certain prices, and 
e districts In which thev would be avail- 
hle It was agreed that the Committee 
should go further into the matter. 


EMPLOYMENT IN DUBLIN. 

The Chairman, proposing the toast. 
‘ Dublin and the Irish Free State,” spoke 
of the progress that the city had made in 
+xtensions and vane a during the past 
thirty vears. ‘They all felt proud of the 
nrogress made by the Government of the 
Free State. 

Councillor John Ryan, responding, said 
that were it not for the enterprise of men 
af the type of the Chairman the suburbs 
of Dublin wonld not be what they are to- 
dav. The builders showed great courage in 
the face of uncertainty and rising costs, and 
vet they carried on as they were doing to- 
day in bnilding houses for the people to live 
in, The activity in building in towns 
thronghout the country was as remarkable as 
it was gratifying. 

As to employment, there were, he said, 
more men working in Dublin to-day than at 
any time that he could remember, but the 
city could not carry on its back the big 
number of unskilled men that had flocked 
in from the country, and that was the reason 
that the ratepavers would have to foot the 
hill of over £3,000 a week which the @nion 
(ommittee were paying out. The record of 
ekilled labour showed that there were more 
employed now in Dublin than ever before. 

Mr. T. F. Strahan, an official of the Local 
Government Board, also responded, and said 
that the Free State, as a whole, owed a great 
deal. to tha builders... 

Mr. G. M. Linzell proposed ‘‘ Oour Guests.” 
The toast was duly honoured, and was 
responded to by Mr. F. G. Hicks and Mr. 
Giron, architects, and Mr. J. Beggs. 

Mr. William M. Thompson p the 
toast of “ The House Builders’ Association,”’ 
to which Mr. P. Deey, the Secretary, 
responded. 

After these proceedings a smoking concert 
was held, the musical programme being under 
the direction of Mr. J Clarke Barry.

GENEVA, 
HIS afternoon tle League Council 
disposed of the Sino-Japanese dis- 
pute in Manchuria with a long resolution 
in which both parties are put on their 
honour to avoid incitements to hostilities 
The Council will hold itself in readiness 
if there are any further developments, 
The Council's resolution takes formal 
note of the Japanese Government's under- 
taking to continue: the withdrawal of its 
troops into the railway zone, and also of 
the Chinese declaration that it wil! assume 
oy T4 GAN for the lives and property 
ES rss nationals. i 
le Council records with Satisfacti 
that both countries are anxious te owed 
any action which might disturb peace 
and good understanding. 


READY TO MEET AGAIN. 


Both parties are urged to restore normal 
relations as soon as possible, and to 
inform the Council of any further develop- 
ments. Should events in Manchuria not 
take a peaceful course, the Council will 
meet again on October 14th. Its Presi- 
dent, Sefior Lerroux, the Spanish Foreign 
Minister, is entrusted with the responst- 
bility of deciding whether any further con- 
ference is necessary. :

ANOTHER OUTBREAK. 
_ Meanwhile an Exchange message from 
lokyo describes an attack upon Japanese 
nationals near Mukden, based upon re- 
ports from the Manchurian capital. 

The Korean farming community. in 
the country seventy miles north-east of 
Mukden, was attacked and their property 
pillaged, by Chinese troops and bandits, 
who were three thousand strong. Refugees 
report that four hundred Koreans were 
killed, 

The aid of General Honjo was sought. 
and he sent a large body of troops, with 
a scouting ‘plane, to the scene of the latest 
outbreak. 

Reuter states that the banks have. re- 
opened for business in Mukden and other 
disturbed areas of Manchuria. and the 
economic situation is improving.

FREE STATE’S POSITION. 


—— 


The following comments on the economic 
position of the Free State appear in the 
current issue of 7Áe Untverse :— 

A statement which has been issued by the 
High Commissioner for the Irish Free State 
Is of such importance that we draw attention 
again to the remarkable fact that the Free 
Mete ha. become one of the largest markets 
fo” British manufactures, ranking fifth after 
India, Australia, the U.S.A. and Germany 
in the total of purchases during the year. 
Mr. Dulanty points out that, although the 
Irsh purchases from this country have again 
in:reased this vear, the amount of foodstuffs 
bought from the Irish Free State has de- 
clined. The full effect of the low purchases 
in the first six months of this vear must, he 
argues, soon be reflected in reduced Irish pur- 
chases of British manufactures. 

PRO AND CON. 

This is no question of sentiment, but of 
simple trading relations, which the Irish Free 
State Government has worked hard 
In the first 
says Mr. Dulanty, there 
an increased export to the 
State of British motors and 

printing and paper, clothing 
cotton goods, coal, cutlery, wireless 
artificial silk, leather goods, cement, chemi- 
cals, slates and various other commodities. 
But this country has bought less Irish pro- 
duce while buying more from Seandinavia and 
Holiand. The result can only lessen the pur- 
chasing power of Irish farmers, while it 
weakens the foreign exchanges with Hoiliae

KEEPING UP QUALITY. 


In the present financial crisis the folly of 


such preference to foreign countries Is deplor- 


able. The Irish Free State has so far 
weathered remarkably well through the eco- 
nomic depression affecting the rest of the 
world, and it has shown every desire to buy 
British manufactures. But trade must be 
reciprocal if it is to grow. The Free State 
Government has introduced such drastic 
supervision and licensing arrangements te 
guarantee reliable quality and conditions of 
packing that, both in quality and in price, 
iis exports challenge all competition in any 
market. It has recently apphed to potatoes 
as well as butter, eggs and bacon, the. same 


severe regulations which have made so marked 


an improvement already. But less butter, 


bacon, eggs, and cattle have been bought by 
this country, while Scandinavia and Holland 
have increased their exports to us.

N no part of England is the syivan charm

in Warwickshire. Visitors from other 

countries oceasionally* complain of the regu- 
larity, and. monotony of English vistas,. and 
t is some Uasis for this stutement when 
the scenery is observed Írgh a reilway train. 
The wetl-trimmed hedges, swecoésl cach otter 
so rap'dly that the eye soon tires of the 
procession. Bunt Warwickshire is different. 
Except. in the immediate vicinity ‘of Birming- 
hain the sky is almost free from that foguv 
haze which hangs over so much of England. 
the ‘trees and hedgerows are more variegated 
than elsewhere, and the prespect on erch 
side ofettie roadway is rich in erehard lawns 
and pretty gabled houses ' bosomed high in 
tufted trees.” Here, too, thie soil is deep and 
fertile; hence the innumerable mor bar 
Delve into a Warwickshire garden and you 
gec neither chalk, as wm the south, nor sand, 
as in the north.

SHAKESPEARE’S BIRTHPLACE. 

uring my visit to Warwickshire I spent 
three days at Stratford-upon-Avon, a pros- 
perous country town, with a currous and 
rather attractive mixture of ancient and 
modern architecture. Many of the old 
timbered buildings, with their oak beams 
and quaint gables, have been preserved as 
they were in the time of the poet, and. the 
influence of the old architecture is to be seen 
in most of the modern bungalows. The three 
houses associated with Shakespeare shown to 
visitors are Shakespeare's fathers house, 
the museum at New place, and Anne 
Hathaway's cottage. In John Shakespeare's 
house there are many interesting mementos. 
including the First Folio of 1623, and a 
letter dated 1596 from one Richard Quiney,

Soanpouterd in t8® late editvons af the 
Irish Times YeSterday, Flight-Lieu 
tenant George Stainiorth, of the Roya 

‘Air Force, Broke all previous yecoras 1 
the air on ‘Tuesday evening, when he flew 
the S6B machine at Calshot at an average 
speed of 408.8 miles an “hour. 
His speeds on the firet four ecrseeutive 
runs over the course were:— 
First 415.2 w.p.h. 
Second run 405.1 m.p.h. 
Third run 492.5 m.p.b. 
Fourth run 405.4 m.p.h. 
The average speed was 408.8 miles an how: 
over the 3 kilometres, or 657.76 kilumetres 
an beur. The. record exceceds thet of 379 


m.p.h. which was set up by Stainforth on the 
day of the Schneider Trophy race by over 
29 miles an hour. 


THE FASTEST LAP. 
It is difficult for the mind fully to gras» 
the immensity of the performance. At his 
fastest lap of 415 miles an hour he was 


travelling at close on seven miles a minute. 
That meant that he could make the journ=v 
at that speed from London, to Glasgow in 
less than an hour. ‘The fastest non-stop 


express took eight hours. 

This greatest flight in history was made 
on the Vickers Super-Marine Rolls Rovee 
S6B seaplane, which had already won for 
Eneland the Sehneider Trophy. 

Stainforth’s flight was an epic of coura-ze 
and skill. It was a flight francht with 
danger such as would have made almost anv 
other man hesitate. 


MAN AND MACHINE. 


Stainforth never had a qualm of fear. He 
knew that he was handling the most power- 
ful-engine in the world.

ANNE HATHAWAY'S COTTAGE. 

The residence of Anne Hathaway, Shake.

The cottage, which is in excellent preserva- 
tion, contains man vyinteresting sixteenth

THE SHAKESPEARE MUSEUM, 
The otier house, New Place, 
Slakespeare purchased in 1597, and in which 
he iived, off and on, for the remainder oat 
his Jife, is now a museum. That part of 
the building in which Shakespeare had his 
study has been jievelled to the ground, but 
the site which was occupied by his desk is 
stil pointed out to visitors. The famous 
mulberry tree, cut down by the Rey. Francis 
Gastrell, of ignominious memory, has a lusty 
successor, which grew from the same root, 
while the wood of the original tree was used 
to fashion a table which is to be seen in the 
I noticed one exhibit in this house 
which bore no label; it was a steel trap 
fashioned like a rat-trap, and, remembering 
the alleged poaching adventure, I wondered 
whether this might have been a souvenir 
from Sir William Lucy's estate at 
cote.

Forsaken Islands. 


We announce to-day that the Irish Land 
Commissioners have completed one of 
their most ambitious plans for the 
amelioration of life in the West. Within 
the next few weeks the inhabitants of the 
Inniskea Islands will be taken off to the 
mainland, to be settled on small farms 
provided by the Commissioners. About 
four hundred acres of land have been 
acquired at Blacksod; and this will be 
divided so that every island family will 
receive a small holding of some five or six 
acres, in addition to a grant of £200 for | 
the erection of dwellings on the new farms. 
The islanders are encouraged to take part 
in the building operations, and already 
a start has been made. The evacuation of 
Inniskea is the last phase of a long and 
losing struggle against the forces of nature. 
Only four miles of water separate the 
islands from the Mullet Peninsula, but so 
wild are the conditions in winter that the 
inhabitants frequently have been cut off 
from all communication with the mainland 
for three or four months at a time. No

Sir William Orpen, 


The death of Sir William Orpen, R.A, 
will be lamented by lovers of art in all 
lands, and by all Irishmen ; for he brought 
honour to Ireland. He was one of the 
finest painters whom Ireland has bred ; 
and posterity’s verdict may regard him as 


the finest painter of his generation in the | 


English-speaking world. Some great men 
—such as the Duke of Wellington—our 
country can claim only through the 
accident of birth; but Sir William Orpen 
was Irish by birth, Irish by training, and 
peculiarly Irish in that outlook on life 
which inspired and moulded his work. 
His genius flowered early. As a boy in 
the Dublin Metropolitan School of Art he 
was seen quickly to be predestined to 
Then London took him, as it takes 
most Irishmen of talent. He studied at 
the Slade School under Henry Tonks; and 
hardly had he reached manhood when his 
picture “ The Mirror,’’ exhibited at the 
New English Art Club, and now in the 


Tate Gallery, proclaimed the rising of a 


new star in the firmament of art. There- 
after Orpen’s progress was swift, alike in 
achievement and repute. He conquered 


every peak of his profession until, in 1920. 


he was elected a Royal Academician, and 
five years later—a rare distinction for a 
painter—Dublin University gave him her 
honorary degree. During the Great War 
he the British Army’s artist, as 
Tyrtzus had been the Spartans’ poet. 
With rare imagination he illuminated both 
and the horrors of that 
There is a tragic—almost a 
cynical—contrast between the stately 
‘Treaty of Versailles’’ and the grim 
homage to Britain’s “ Unknown Soldier.”’

It is not the Senate which will have to 
decide whether the vacancy caused by the 
death of Senator Hooper will be filled 
before the triennial elections. The pro- 
cedure is that, on the matter being re- 
ported, the duty of the House is to refer 
it to the Minister for Local Government 
to arrange for holding the election of a 
successor. The Act allows the Minister a 
period of six months wherein to arrange 
for the election. Actually it is possible 
to do this within a few weeks. I am told 
that, even though the tenure of office of 
the person to be elected would be probably 
not more than a month, it is very likelv 
that the election will be held. One reason 
for holding it would be the desirability 
of having the full voting strength of the 
Senate available for the triennial elec- 
tions, which will be held in November. 

With regard to the election of a Vice- 
Chairman, that is a matter altogether for 
the Senate. As I stated yesterday, it is 
very unlikely that it will take place until 
after the triennial elections.

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ISLAN DERS. 
BIG MIGRATION 
‘SCHEME. 


FARMS PROVIDED ON 
THE MAINLAND. 


— 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BALLINA, Wednesday. 
R. DAVIS, T.D., Ballina, has been 
| notified by the Irish Land Commis- 
sion that a scheme for the migration of 
the Inniskea islanders to the mainland at 
Blacksod has been completed. 

The Commission has acquired 400 acres 
of the estate of Mr. J. O'Reilly, and will 
divide the land amongst the islanders, in 
farms of five or six acres. 

Conacre and grazing lettings have been 
provided for the migrants as a temporary 
expedient. ey will continue to retain 
their old holdings on the island. 

A free grant of £200 will be given to 
each of the migrants for the erection of 
houses on the new farms, and the tenants 
are to assist in putting up the buildings. 

Many of the tenants are now actually 
engaged in the work of erecting the 
dwellings. 

The question of migrating the islanders 
arose after the fishing accident of three 
years ago, when eleven men of the islands 
were drowned. 

The Inniskea islands are four miles 
from the mainland, and often during the 
winter time the people there are cut off 
for from two to four months. 

The migration of these people involves 
a big expenditure of money, and is one of 
the most ambitious schemes yet under- 
taken in Mayo by the Land Commission. 

All the islanders are native Irish 
speakers. 


SHOTS FIRED TO 
STOP PURSUIT. 


ARMED THIEVES RAID 
LONDON SHOP. 


Firing revolver shots into the air as 
their car went forward, three motor 
bandits escaped last night after a robbery 
at a jeweller’s shop in Fulham road, 
London. 

One of the men went into the shop of 
Messrs. Holmes and Company, sowsiieall 
and was attended to by Mr. Mackenzie, 
a member of the firm.

A GREAT IRISH 
ARTIST. 


DEATH OF SIR W. 
ORPEN. 


CAREER COMMENCED IN 
DUBLIN. 


IR WILLIAM ORPEN, R.A. one of 

the most famous artists that the 

century has produced, died in London on 
Tuesday last. 

Born on November 27th, 1878, at Oriel, 
Stillorgan, County Dublin, Sir William 
was a son of the late Mr. Arthur Herbert 
Orpen, M.A., a well-known Dublin 
solicitor. He commenced his artistic 
education at the Dublin Metropolitan 
School of Art at the early age of thirteen, 
and after a period of seven years he went 
to London to continue his studies at the 
Slade School. 

Here he worked with his contemporary, 
Augustus John, under the direction of 
Mr. Henry Tonks, who declared at the 
time that Orpen was one of the most 
brilliant men he had under him. About 
this time, at the age of twenty, the young 
Irish artist painted his first notable 
picture, the merit of which was imme- 
diately recognised. It was entitled ‘‘ The 
Mirror,’’ and, after its exhibition at the 
New English Art Club, was presented to 
the Tate Gallery, where it now hangs. 


VIRILE STYLE. 


His wonderfully mature execution and 
technique excited the admiration and 
interest of the critics, and each fresh 
picture he painted during the next decade 
of his life contributed to his artistic de- 
velopment. His style, as it gradually 
developed, was one of intense virility ; 
character showed itself in every stroke of 
the brush, and there was always an abund-

ance of life and movement. In 1910 Sir 
William became an Associate of the Royal 
Academy. Shortly after the outbreak of 
that Great War which was to take so 
heavy a toll of the Muses’ following he 
volunteered for service, and was appointed 
as an accountant at some military dépot. 
Fortunately, however, he was shortly 
alterwards commissioned to paint the 
portrait of the Commander-in-Chief, Lord 
French, who upon discovering the nature 
of his military duties, found him more 
suitable employment by sending him to 
France as one of the official war artists. 


WAR PAINTINGS. 


Although hardly at his best as a painter 
of war Sir William Orpen’s work in 
France was by no means lacking in dis- 
tinction. His portraits were, without 
exception, superb, and it may be said 
that he placed upon canvas likenesses of 
virtually every military personage serving 
with the Allied Armies in France. 

At the conclusion of hostilities he was 
commissioned to paint the official picture 
of the great gathering at the Peace Con- 
ference at Paris, and the manner in which 
he applied himself to this colossal task, 
together with the result of his labours, 
universal admiration. This great 
considered by many to be his 
‘Signing the Treaty of 
Versailles,’’ is now in the Imperial War 
Museum, and as recentiy as 1928 was 
taken to Buenos Ayres for exhibition. 


HIS KNIGHTHOOD. 


In 1918 Sir William Orpen held a 
great exhibition in London of all his war 
pictures, in the majority of which were 
not the horrors of conflict, but 
rather effective composition, beautifully 
painted still-life and an all-embracing 
sentimentality. For his services to art 
and to humanity during those four 
grievous vears of struggle and _ conflict 
he was knighted, and seldom has the 
honour been more fittingly bestowed. In 
1920 he was made Royal Academician, and 
the following year Orpen was appainted to 
the Presidency of the International Society 
of Sculptors, Painters and Gravers, a posi- 
tion which he held until his death, in addi- 
tion to the Presidencies of the National 
Portrait Society and of the Warwick and 
Coventry Art Society.

Popular opinion would, 
no doubt. name as his supreme achieve- 
ment his picture, ' The Chef,’ which 
created so great a stir at the Roval 
Academy of 1926. This magnificent piece 
of work portrayed Chester, the gRef at the 
Hotel Chatham, in Paris, wiih all the 
splendid draughtsmanship and exquisite 
quality of paint which essentially marked 
the artist’s work. Another of his portraits, 
that of Dame Kendal. was described by Sir 
David Murray as being a masterpiece 
which wovld take its place with those of 
Mrs. Siddons, painted by Reynolds and 
Gainsborough. 


PICTURES IN IRELAND. 


Much of his work, fortunately, is to be 
found in Ireland. A fine picture entitled 
‘ Dead Ptarmigan,’’ which was considered 
Wethe late Sir Hugh Lane to be Orpen’s 
best achievement, in which is a self- 
portrait, is in the possession of Colone! 
Sir Hutcheson Poe, of Abbeyleix. Many 
examples are preserved at the Harcourt 
street Gallery, in Dublin, in which city 
his more recent portraits of Dr. Coffey, 
President of University College, Dublin, 
and of Miss White, LL.D., are also to be 
found.

DRIFTING TO DISASTER

PEAKING at Reading yesterday, Lord 
Burnham, who was a member of the 
Indian Statutory Commission presided 
over by Sir John Simon, said that Mr. 
Gandhi was undoubtedly the greatest 
enemy this country had in India at the 
present moment. 

Lord Irwin made a compact with 
Gandhi. He had a high respect for the 
high-mindedness and the other-worldliness 
of Lord Irwin, but he did not think him 
any match for Gandhi as a politician. He 
looked upon “ Irwinism,’’ as it was called, 
as the quintessence of feebleness, and 
there was no doubt that, if that policy 
was persisted in by Great Britain in india 
we were bound ‘to drift into chaos and 
disaster. 

Nothing had disgusted him more than to 
read, as he had read, that large numbers 
of our fellow-citizens had offered their 
tributes of admiration to Gandhi and made 
obeissance to him, even when, with Charlie 
Chaplin, he sat on a barrow in the East 
End of London. Those who did it were 
not representative of the great bulk of the 
British people, including, as they did, 
nearly the whole of the Labour Partv. 


CROWNING IGNOMINY. 

‘He thought that what they did was a 
crowning ignominy to this country, and 
pointed the way to a depth of degradation 
to which he could hardly have conceived 
British people sinking.

AND POWERS. 


PICTURES THAT REMAIN 
ANECDOTAL. 


The Times, in a notice of Sir William 
Orpen's death, says :—

FAIREST CRITICISM, 

“Perhaps, the fairest way to suggest 
Orpen’s timitations is to say that, though he 
could select and simplifv. he could not make 
an effective generalisation. That 1s to say, 
he could not make the kind of pictorial state- 
ment which includes the painter as well as 
the subiect of his micture. H is only neces- 
sary to compare him with Velasquez and Hals 

toname two of theartists that he resembled 
in kind —to see his inferiority in this respect. 
To a certain extent Orpen did get himself 
into his pictures. but it was by way of illus- 
tration rather than expression. He illus- 
trated his attitude to the subject of his 
pictures—-as it might be tendev, humorous. 
ironical, or positively satirical-——but he did 
not really paint  ‘enderly, humorously, 
lronically or satirieally. This is particularly 
true of the war pictures that in 1918 Orpen 
presented to the nation. The scene struck 
him as tragic, or comic, or grotesque, and 
ne proceeded to say so with force and point. 
Lut the feelings excited in him were noi 
diffused in the representation. For all their 
merits, the pictures remain anecdotal. 

““ Paradoxical as it may sound, this habit 
cf illustrating or dramatising his emotions, 
rather than expressing them in painting,.

Before these were answered, 
however, Mr. Wiiliam Brown asked leave to 
present a petition against the ‘cuts in 
utemployment pay. He said that it had been 
signed by half a million people. 

Jn reply to the Speaker's invitation, Mr. 
Brown advanced to the table, and presented 
one of four packets of papers. The other 
three were ingloriously borne out by thie

THE DUTY ON BEER. 


In Committee on the Finance Jill, Sn 
William Wayland moved an amendment to 
Clause one, the etfect of which was to reduce 
the increased tax on beer from one penny to 
om half-penny a pint. He asked what 
justification there was for all this talk about 
equality of sacrifice, when the teetotaler 
escaped, whilst ever-increasing burdens were 
being put upon the national beverage. 
Ahieady sales of beer had dropped, and he 
very much doubted whether the Chancellor 
would reniise his estimate of ten millions. 
Why should tea have been left alone ’ Few 
people now drank beer to excess; but, on the 
other hana, the heavy consumption of tea by 
women was largely responsible for their 
raoged nerves. (Laughter. ) Further, by 
putting a tax of 3d. on imported mineral 
water the Chancellor would be giving our 
native spas a chance. 

Mr. Haslam, in supporting the amendment, 
said that the working man was taxed on his 
stcmach. We were running the risk otf re- 
placing harmless beer by beverages much 
more deleterious to health. 

Lady Astor declared that drink was not a 
party question, because every party had its 
wet spots—(laughter) but was it wise, In the 
present situation, to spend £277 500,000 
annually on drink? As to tea-drinking, it 
was absurd to suggest that it made women 
nervous. Women were getting stronger and 
better every day in every way. She was 
quite willing to concede that the country was 
not ripe for prohibition, but the State should 
have control of the drink trade, because pri- 
vate enterprise was always pushing the sale 
of drink. 

Mr. Beckett said that the increase of the 
beer duty was an interference with people's 
rights. There were many other ways of 
raising revenue, such as a tax on expensive 
headgear. (TLaughter.} 

Major Elliot briefly defended the tax on 
the cround that the revenue was necessary. 

On a division the amendment was rejected 


by 274 votes to 180. 
INCOME TAX. 


On the clause increxsing the standard rate 
of income tax from 4s. 6d. to 5s., Lord 
Winterton remarked that, however desirable 
theoretically it might be to put the burden 
on the broadest back, the unfortunate fact 
remained that the broadest back was so 
crippled that it was compelled to divest itself 
of other burdens, in the shape of labour 
employed and wages paid. The Budget was 
a painful operation designed to save the 
patient’s life. and the only thing to be said 
for it was that, though the patient might 
be saved, he would probably be weaker, but 
not so badly off as if he had not had the 
operation at all. 

The House agreed to the clause. 

On Clause 8, which decreases the existing 
allowances in respect of income tax, Mr. 
Benson complained that the new rates of 
allowances were indefensible, judged by the 
ability to pay. The married man was especi- 
ally very hard hit. 

Mr. ethick-Lawrence appealed to the 
Chancellor to reconsider his decision in re- 
card to the payment of three-quarters of the 
tax in January. He said that enormous ad- 
ditional burdens had been imposed upon the 
taxpaver, particularly upon married couples. 
and the greatest hardship would be caused. 


CHANCELLOR’S DEFENCE. 

Mr. Snowden replied that the whole reason 
why there was a plansable case for alleging 
unfair discrimination against married men, 
as compared with single, was because the 
married man hitherto had been most gener- 
ously treated. Even under the present pro- 
posals a married man with three children, 
having an earned income of £400. would only 


yay £5. Was that unjust? It was wrong to 
assume that atl single men had no respon- 
sibilities. A great many were helping to 
support their parents, and many others 
were contemplating marriage, and = mak- 
ing preparations for it. One thing 
that had not been mentioned was that the 
allowance in respect of earned income was 
higher than before, and would give relief 
first where it was needed. 

In regard to the payment of three-quarters 
of the tax in January, it had already been 
indicated that the Government had under 
consideration some measure by which they 
might be able to mitigate. to some extent, 
the undoubted hardships tiat would fall upon 
some people. But the balancing of the 
Budget depended upon his getting the whoie 
of this revenue before the close of the 
financial year, in March, 

Whilst he was not prepared to do anything 
by way oi legislation to meet cases of hard- 
ship, he was willing that the collectors of 
taxes should be given some discretion in the 
way of spreading the payment over three 
months, This was not to be a general or 
universal concession, but would be governed 
by the facts and circumstances of a person's 
individual position. No hard-and-fast line 
could be drawn. Three-quarters of the tax 
must be paid before the end of the financial 
year. That was essential 

The clause was carried on 
262 votes to 189, and the 
adjourned.

NATIONAL ECONOMY BILL. 


The Marquess of Reading moved the 
second reading of the Economy Bill in the 
House ot Lords. Commenting on the un- 


tained in the bill, he admitted franks thet 
but for the emergency he would not dream of 
asking their lordships to pass it into law. 
The emergency was really the only defence 
for a bill which conferred upon the Govern- 
ment such extraordinary powers. Of course, 
it might be argued that, with the departure 
from the gold standard, the emergency no 
longer existed. He did not i:mine to the 
view that the emergency remained, and had 
to be dealt with. 

Lord Parmoor, who leads the Opposition, 
said that the bill was absolutely indefensible. 
It undercut one of the deepest principles of 
constitutional practice. ©The White Paper 
which had been issued contained limitations, 
but he very much doubted whether any court 
of law would have regard to the pledge con. 
tained in a White Paper as against a statu- 
tory enactment. The so-called crisis had 
been grossly exaggerated, and there was no 
reason why the late Government could not 
have brought forward proposals. 

A Conservative peer — Then why didn't 
you ? : 

Lord Parmoor— While we were considering 
the matter the Cabinet was brought down. 
Continuing Lord Parmoor said that the 
fantastic farce of a united National 
Government would soon be concluded and 
disposed of, not on questions of argument, 
but on questions of fact. 

Lord Buckmaster said that he had warned 
successive Governments that if they persisted 
in paying current expenses out of capital 
they were courting disaster. He was glad 
that the Government had not made tariffs 
any part of their immediate plan. This was 
a matter which required careful and mature 
consideration. 


SOME CRITICISMS. 


Lord Sanderson described the bill as one 
of the most disgraceful pieces of class legis- 
lation that ever had stained the records of 
Parliament. 

Lord Snell expressed the view that lack of 
confidence in the pound was induced by Tory 
journalists—mere calamity-howlers—who, for 
political purposes, were running down the 
prestige of the nation. 

Lord Melchett, while expressing consider. 
able doubts whether the bill would achieve 
the objects for which it was originally intro- 
duced, said that he intended to support it. 
The graver problem to be considered was the 
balancing of our commercial Budget, and 
that could only be done by reduction of 
im ports. 

On a division the bill was read a second 
time by 67 to 8 votes. It then passed 
through its remaining stages, and afterwards 
received the Roval assent by Commission.

CRASH TO EARTH AFTER

THOROUGH INQUIRY 
WELCOMED.

The recent statements that it was the inten- 
tion of the Free State Government to impose 
an all-round reduction of 10 per cent. In 
salaries, has caused great concern im Civil 
Service circles. Though no official intimation 
has been given of the proposed reductions, the 
Civil Service generally has had the matter 
under consideration. 

The following statement was issued yestert- 
day by Mr. T. J. Hughes. general secretary 
of the Civil Service Federation :— i 

“The question of the rumoured reduction 
in civil servants’ pay had been raised by the 
staff representatives at a meeting of the 
Civil Service Representative Council yester- 
day. In view of the alarm created amongst ¢ivil 
servants by these rumours, the Chairman (Mr. 
J. J. McElligott, Secretary of the Department 
of Finance) was asked whether he could make 
any reassuring statement. Mr. McElligott 
replied that the question of any reduction in 
the pay of civil servants had not been 
officially considered, except in relation to thie 
operation of the cost-of-living bonus system. 
While giving this assurance, Mr. McElligott 
said that, of course, no one could anticipate 
what measures of economy might have to be 
examined in the light of further developments 
of the financial situation.” 


BIG SACRIFICES. 


Mr. Hughes said that in view of the ex- 
ceptional sacrifices made by civil servants 
burdens upon any class of the community. 
body in the State that should be looked to 
if it was necessary to consider imposing fresh 
burdens upon any class of the community. 
There had been some very ill-founded 
criticisms of Civil Service pay, and state- 
ments of a definitely hostile character against 
the Service had been made by persons who 
clearly were unacouainted with the actual 
facts. People who considered that even the 
drastic ‘‘ cuts”? in Civil Service pay which 
had been suggested in certain quarters would 
provide a ready solution of our financial 
troubles, had obviously not carefully studied 
the position. 


HASTY PRONOUNCEMENTS. 


Demands from local bodies, who could not 
be expected to be familiar with the duties 
carried out by the various grades of civil 
servants, for 10 and 20 per cent. “‘ cuts,’’ 
could not command respect from intelligent 
students of public affairs. If there were 
donbts in the public mind as to the re- 
muneration of civil servants, the solution was 
to havea thorough inquiry into the whole 
matter. Civil servants, Mr. Hughes 
emphasised, were only too anxious to have 
an Arbitration Board set up which would 
conduct a searching investigation into their 
conditions. Pending this, they were entitled 
to be protected from the hasty pronounce- 
ments of people who were unable to support 
them by reasoned arguments.

“CHE HEALERS 
OF OLD. — 


- —

RISH umiversities in the old days were 
| the eradles of a culture andreamt of by 

her neighbouring nations, and boys were 
cent to Ireland to be educated from all over 
the civilised world. 

But even in Ireland itself, it is not known 
that the ' leechés and médicivers’’ trained 
in those universities held high positions 
amoug the doctors of Europe, and the skill 
of Lrish surgeons, and physicians was widely 
known. i 

The ancient healing art of the Draids sur- 
vives in its purest form in Ireland, and, 
following old tradition, the Celts looked on 
all medicinal herbs, and on any healing sub- 
stances, as the direct gifts of their gods. 

The Irish Atsewlapius was Diancecht-—e 
god; bis name means ' swift in power, and 
his reputation as a great healer flourished 
in edlied until long after the Irish had 
become a Christian people. There are many 
legends in Old Celtic manuscripts of his 
nowers, and even in the eighth centnry the 
wise men and wofnen used his name in their 
incautations and magic poems. 

Diancecht had two children, a son and a 
daughter, Midoch and Airmida, who learned 
all they could from him, and whose skill in 
the healing art eventually surpassed his own. 

PROFESSIONAL JEALOUSY. 

Though he was a god, he was not above 
professional jealousy, and when he found that 
the people thought more of Midoch as a 
doctor than they did of him he hilled him. 
Midoch’s power survived him, however. and 
from his grave there grew 365 healing herbs 
from the 365 joints’ and sinews of his body, 
each possessing great yirtue in healing the 
diseases of the part of his body whence +t 
grew. 

Airmida, his sister, gathered and classified 
these plants,and, knowing her father. would 
destrov them if he could, she hid them in 
her cloak. Diancecht did discover them, and 
he mixed them up so thoroughly that no 
doctor in Ireland has ever yet been able to 
understand al! their peculiar properties 

Wonderful cures are spoken of in very 

Celtic manuscripts, but no doctor s 
is given but that of Maelodar O Tinnri, 
best, leech in Ireland.” who died in 
860. In records of later date several 
‘““medicineri’’ are spoken of, but of 
all O’Tinnri seems to have been the 
most famous. 

THE FAMILY PHYSICIAN. 

In battle a whole medical corps always 
accompanied the army, and each doctor 
carried his “les,” or bag, of healing herhs 
and appliances hanging on his girdle. These 
men were trained in war, too, and coull 
fight if they had to. ! 

Van Helmont, a noted physcan of 
Brussels, wrote a treatise in the beginning 
of the seventeenth century on the state of 
European medicine, and he says :—** The 
Irish are better managed in sickness than 
the Italians, who have a physician in every 
village.’’ He said that every Irish nobleman 
had a private medical man living in his 
house, and that these doctors were chosen 
not so much for their learning as for their 
“ability to cure disorders.’’ They received 
their instruction chiefly from the hereditary 
bequeathed to them by their 


writings 
where the cures they employed 


ancestors, 


country. 
MEDICAL MANUSCRIPTS. 

Many Irish medical manuscripts, some of 
them of great age, are aig in the 
Roval Irish Academy. The ‘‘ Book of the 
O’Lees,’” which was written. in 1443, is

FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
ESTERDAY was the last day on which 


taxpayers whose assessments on 
British dividends for the year ended 5th 
April, 1931, exceeded the actual amount 


of such dividends received in the year by | 


more than twenty per cent. could apply to 
have their assessments adjusted. Applica- 
tions, howeveg, received by hand to-day 
will, it 1s thought, be regarded as in time. 

As most taxpayers are aware, the assess- 
ments for 1930-31 were based on the actual 
income received during 1929-30. Having 
regard, however, to the heavy fall in 
British investment income in 1930-31, 
these assessments in the big majority of 
cases are very much in excess of the 
income actually received. It is quite a 
common thing, for example, to hear of a 
person being asked to pay tax on an assess- 
ment of £300 for 1930-31 when actually 
the income from British dividends reached 


a total of only £200. 
THE GRANTING OF RELIEF. 


Cases of this kind are legally entitled to 
relief by having the assessment reduced 
to the actual income. Section 4 of the 
Finance Act, 1930, is the section which 
governs relief, and which unfairly and in. 
equitably restricts it to taxpayers only 
whose assessments are excessive by twenty 
per cent. or more. 

Why should there be any such restric 
tion! Its application is obviously intended 
for those whose incomes are big to the 
exclusion of people with only moderate 
incomes from British investments. In 
strict fairness the relief should be granted 
oe taxpayer, if it is to be granted at 
a

HE six week-end Free State 
matches were exceptionally keenly- 
fought—in fact. seldom during the 

season will there be so little between twelve 
teams. Two matches were drawn, three 
decided by a goal margin, and in one there 
was a difference of two goals. Shamrock 
Rovers are now the only unbeaten side, but 
were rather fortunate to maintain that 
distinction. The results, to my mind, indi- 
cated that Shelbourne and Cork are going 
to make the struggle for League honours 
highly interesting. 


DOLPHIN ATTACK UPSET. 


If Shelbourne can strengthen one or two 
weak spots. they should become a very 
dangerous side, for their defence is good. At 
present, however, their halves are not 
sufficiently constructive, and their forwards 
rather lack scoring power, for which the 
halves are, to some smal) extent, to blame. 
The same middle line, however, presents a 
difficult problem to any opposing forwards, 
and by their breaking-up, quick tackling and 
hustling policy certainly put the clever 
Dolphin attack off its game. The Dolphin 
halves generally dominate a game to such an 
extent that their forwards have plenty of 
time to work out their moves, but on Satur- 
day the halves were busy dealing with lively 
opponents, aid their own front line, not 
finding the ball running as kindly as usual, 
rather lost their accustomed smooth com 
bination. 

I was rather sorry for Dolphin, in a way. 
Though the ball was more often in the air 
than is their custom, they played better foot- 
ball than Shelbourne, and were a more 
polished side. This defeat should not worry 
them, but they would probably feel happier 
if their right wing pair showed more scoring 
power. Reid is clever in mid-field and gets 
across nice centres, but for a plaver of his 
ability he has so far been rather weak near 
goal 


DRUMCONDRA’'S' REVIVAL. 


Drumcondra are showing a fine revival of 
form at present, and they might easily have 
followed up their fine victory over Bohemians 
by beating Shamrock Rovers at Tolka Park. 
Yhev are not a clever side, but they are fast 
and bustling, and, in common with nearly every 
other Free State club, have a fine defence. 
What brilliant football we would see if the 
forwards and general attacking play of every 
club was on a par with the defences!

BRILLIANT GOAL-KEEPERS. 


No phase of the game has been brought to 
such a high level of excellence as goal-keep 
ing, and to a person watching his first game 
of football, the anticipation, the certainty in 
catching the ball and the courage of the goal- 
keeper must be one of the most attractive 
features. The ability of these men, of course, 
makes the speculative shot simply a waste 
of time. How often does one see, however. 
a forward in g perfect scoring position 
hurriedly balloon the ball over the goal or 
crash it against a post from a distance of 
only a few yards’ Certainly, three or four 
times by each side in the course of every 
match. A little coolness and care would 
bring the goal nine times out of ten; yet it 
is the experienced cross-Channel men who 
fail as the less experienced local 
plaver 

I have heard it said that the standard of 
play in the Free State League has dropped 
since last season. 1 do not altogether agree 
with this. but I certainly think that the 
shooting of every side is poorer than it used 
to be. Dolphin are by far the best side in 
this respect, and it is to this failing that 
sides like Brideville, St. James's Gate and 
Drumcondra owe their comparative lack of 
success so far this season. Bohemians, Water- 
ford, and Dundalk must also improve in this 
respect if they are to win their matches. 


WELI-SPENT MONEY. 


As I have said more than once 
there is a fortune in football in this country 
for the team that plays attractive football and, 
of course, wins its matches. Money has been 
well spent on halves and backs, now it 1s 
time that some more was spent on forwards 
Dolphin are fortunate to have the outstand 
ing forward in the Free State in Paterson. 
while Shelbourne would be a much poorer 
side without Howieson. These men have de- 
monstrated that a first-class player will make 
his presence felt in any company, and som:

TURBULENT STRIKERS 
NOW OUELLED.

From Revrter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

A special train has arrived at Estevan, 
Saskatchewan, bearing Government -police 
reinforcements with machine guns. This 
is due to rioting by coal miners on strike. 

The disturbances yesterday resulted in 
the death of two strikers and serious 
injuries to seven persons, including two 
members of the defending police. The 
situation is now well under control. and 
no further outbreak is expected. Twelve 
strikers are in custody. 

Miss L. King, a visitor from Norfolk 
(Eng.), who was hit by a stray bullet 
when the police fired on the oncoming 
mob, is in a serious condition. One police- 
man, who had his skull fractured by a 
flying missile, may succumb to his injury. 

A crowd of six hundred strikers, led by 
Communist agitators bearing Soviet flags, 
attempted to stage a demonstration in the 
Town Hall against the Mayor's orders, 
and were met by a cordon of fifty police- 
men. Missiles flew from the strikers’ 
ranks, and the police began firing over 
their heads. 

The fire department was called out, but 
attempts to turn a hose onthe rioters were 
foiled. Tear gas bombs also failed to stem 
the rush, and finally the police were com- 
pelled to fire at the maddened crowd, 
some of whom carried rifles. 

Miss King was at first stated to have 
been stabbed by a rioter. 

The VProvincial : authorities are en- 
deavouring to round up Communist 
agitators and secure a settlement of the 
strike. The issue is mainly working and 
living conditions, which, the strikers 
assert, are the worst in Canada. 


UNEMPLOYMENT GROWING 
IN U.S.A.

Official figures show that employment 
in the manufacturing industries decreased 
by 12.4 per cent. during the year that 
ended with August, and that the pay- 
rolls in those industries declined by 20.8 
per cent.

UNCERTAINTIES. 


From OUR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT.

on ae Wednesday. 
Following the excitement of Jast week, 
matters in the City are now much quieter, 
but, unfortunately, the position is no clearer. 
We are witnessing the effect upon the foreign 
markets of Great Britain's abandonment of 
the gold standard, and the effect has been 
rather more pronounced than had _ been 
expected, perhaps, owing to the unsatisfac- 
tory economic conditions previously ruling in 
Europe, which were the main cause of the 
reversal of the policy adopted by England 
six and a half vears ago. Several countries 
have followed our example, and others have 
felt compelled to raise their official discount 
rates, while at some centres it has not been 
possible to re-open the Stock Exchanges. 
Naturally there is a good deal of talk as to 
what eftect may ha produced upon America. 
Phat country is exporting, or ear-marking, 
a large amount of gold, and probably is quite 
willing to let it go. The condition of affairs 
in the States is very unsatisfactory, if all 
the reports are to be trusted, and Americans 
themselves appear to believe that it has rot 
been improved by the lapse from the gold 
standard by certain other important countries. 
There are people who declare that ultimately 
both France and America will also feel com- 
pelled to abandon gold, in which event the 
chaotic state of the foreign exchanges will 
probably become more pronounced, and it 
will be more difficult than ever to assess the 
value of sterling in foreign currence’s as 
well as commodities. 


Stock Exchange Business. 


It is not surprising that the volume of 
Stock Exchange business has suffered a con- 
siderable diminution since the Committee 
ordvred that all future transactions should 
be for cash. This change effectively prevented 
a boom in Industrial and other Ord. shares, 
though it will not prevent public buying 
when there is stronger reason to believe that 
the trade of the country is on the mend. 
Business has been checked by the prohibition 
of dealings for the account by the som?- 
what violent fluctuations in the foreign ex- 
changes, and by the state of uncertainty sur- 
rounding home politics. Jt is fortunate that 
there has heen no recurrence of the heavy 
selling on foreign account, more particularly 
of British Government securities, that was 
so noticeable a week or so ago, while, as a 
certain amount of investment buving has 
been reported on home account, the trend 
of the Gilt-edged market has heen more 
favourable. In addition. the dealers are no 
Jonger quoting very wide prices. so that it 
is easier now both to buy and sell stock, 


Retail Prices. 


The extent to which market values of many 
fixed interest secuurites have been marked 
down is rather remarkable. Probably at ro 
period of the war were movements as heavy 
as those lately recorded. For the most part 
the decline represented an adjustment to the 
altered value of the pound. though the de- 
preciation of sterling is restricted as vet to 
its value abroad. It is true that in American 
dollars and French francs, etc., the pound ef 
hate has been worth only about 15s., but it is 
still worth practically 20s. at home. for there 
has been no perceptible rise in retail prices; 
vet the fall of the pound w:!'l he evident .t 
home when for a given quantity of fond, 
clothes, or coal 25s. has to he given instead 
of 20s. There is reason to believe that. this 
will not happen yet awhile. Indeed, so 
much had many commodities previously 
fallen in price that it may be a considerable 
time before the cost of living is appreciably 
higher. The marking down of gilt-edzed 
securities, however, is in anticipation of 


higher retail prices at home, and it assumes | 
thar sterling will be permanently depreciated | 


if not at the present level. 


Net Return on Investments. 


There have been one or two other factors | 


in depressing gilt-edged stocks, such as the 
recent increase in the income tax and the 
advance in the Bank rate to 6 per cent. 
If it is assumed that the pound will be re. 
valued on the basis of a 25 per cent. drop 
from its normal figure, and that the decline 
is reflected in, and justified by, a rise in retail 
prices, it is interesting to examine the pros. 
pective value of 5 per cent. War Loan. The 
actual net interest that the Loan carries is 
£5 15s. per cent., allowing for income tax 
at Ss. in the &, though, of course, every 
holder does not pay that rate. With the 
purchasing power of the £ reduced to 15s.. 
this figure is reduced to £2 16s. 3d., and with 
the stock quoted at 94 (allowing for accrued 
interest) the yield is 3 per cent. net: without 
allowing for tax the figure would he 4 per 
cent. This assumes that the £ will not re- 
cover, but will be stabilised at about 15s. It 
explains why practically all fixed interest 
securities have been marked down within 
the past week by several points. The depre- 
ciation, a§ previously pointed out, is a serious 


matter for large holders, such as the banks. 


insurance offices, and investment trusts, and 
it 1s also serious for the small capitalist, who 
depends mainly or entirely upon the income 
from what were formerly termed “safety 
first” stocks. The rentier has certainly 
suffered from the abandonment of the gold 
standard . 


Ordinary Shares. 


This change in the situation also affects | 


Ordinary shares to some extent. 
that manufacturing and trading companies 
will earn bigger profits in the future, and 
that those that have been out of the dividend 
list for years past may make some return 
to their shareholders, but whatever is 
distributed wili have a smaller purchasing 
ower than it had only a few weeks ago. 
This circumstance would be ignored if the 
increase in profits was really substantual, 
enabling a company to raise its dividend 
from, say 273 to 5 per cent., or from 5 to 43 
per cent. or more. And in favour of Ordi- 
nary shares is the fact that with only a few 
exceptions juices have fallen very heavily 
during the last two or three years. 


The Price of Gold. 


A writer in one of the London news a pers 
fails to understand why the price of gold 
rose from €4s. 93d. (the Bank’s statutory 
buving figure under the Gold Standard Act 
of 1925) to 114s. 9d. per ounce just because 
Jegislation relieved the Bank of England 
from the lecessity of selling the meta! 
at a fixed prive. The explanation, of course. 
is the lessened value of sterling in foreign 
curreticies, aud particularly the American 
dollar; for at one time the pound was worth 
considerably less than 15s. Formerly it 
was possible to buy an ounce of fine gold 
for a little over £4, but if the value of the 
latter is reduced by 25 per cent. to £3. it js 
obvicus that an ounce of gold, the value of 
which does net alter in terms of dollars. will 
cost about £5 in sterling, and we know tha: 
during last week the notation actually 
touched £5 14x. 9d ay ounce, This woud 
probably be changed if both France and 
America went off the gold standard, and 
then it wonu'd be interesting to speculate upen 
the probable vworth of the £1,500,000.000 of 
goid which those two countries hold between 
thein. 


The Outlook. 


Perhaps enough has been said above te 
indicate that the general outlook is excep- 
tionally obscure ere is no sign yet of the 
probable level at which sterling is likely to 
settle down, and there is no certainty as to 
the future course of commodity prices, while 
the trade rosition may be affected by the 
relative movement of prices in this country 
and in America, a very important considera- 
tion. “Tha world wants higher values for 
commodities, out obviously, with a general 
abandonment of the gold standard, no one 
country couid expect to benefit in its export 
business trom the depreciation of its own 
currency. Indeed it would be rather difficu!t 
in such an event, to find a basis for valuations 
of currencies and other things. It follows

STOCK MARKET INFLUENCES. | 

At the moment there is. more disposition to- 
attribute the quietude that has come over the 
Stock Exchange this week to the political 
situation at home, and the uncertainty in 
regard to this is not lessened by the fact that 
the House of Commons will adjourn on 
Wednesday next While this uncertainty has 
a restrictive effect upon business, bevond the 
effect of last Saturday’s order in regard to 
cash dealings, the influences recently opera- 
ting upon prices have been adverse. .Gecinan 
Giovernment Bonds showed some _ recovery 
from Tuesda~'s slump, but the position in 
that country is viewed with some anxiety. 
Markets have also had to face a considerable 
ameunt of Continental liquidation, chieflv in 
the Swedish group of industrial shares, follow- 
ing the decision of Scandinavia to go off the 
gold standard. Some people who bought home 
industrials when the prospect pointed to a 
further appreciation in such things are now 
realising any profits that accrued, induced to 
ao so by the generally unsettled outlook. 
There is a good deal of talk of discrimination 
hy the banks in regard to loans on. Stock 
Exchange securities, but much of this is ex- 
aggerated. Those institutions have no desire 
to encourage an unhealthy boom by lending 
people money for the purchase of Ordinary 
shares now that. cash dealings are the rule. 
But it would be incorrect to say that they 
refuse every request for a loan on the security 
of stock. In these matters much. depends 
upon the position of the borrower and the 
character of the security, as, indeed, has 
always been the case. 


NEW JAGERSFONTEIN REPORT.
